To a Second Edition. 



IT fometimcs happens that an author finds himfelf 
vaftly furprifed at the manner in which fome mod- 
eft effort to entertain has been received ky his 
Readers. Such, in a meafure, hath been the emotion of 
the Writer of this defcriptive effufion. For he jjro- 
feffes that he did not in the leaft fufpect that a critical 
Publick would care to beftow any ferious G>nfidera- 
tion upon fo flight a Production; ftill lefs did he fup- 
pofe that a demand would be made upon him for a 
Second Edition thereof. 

For it can hardly be neceffary to call the Attention 
of the difcerning Reader to the Fact that the Imprint— 
of which a new Edition is herewith offered for his 
Q>nfideration— was prepared in fuch a lighter Mood as 
a Writer may beftow upon a Subject when he feizes 
his Pen to entertain a few appreciative Friends with his 
lucubrations. Therefore it is that, feeing fo confid- 
erable an Attention directed upon his work as to de- 
mand a Renewal of his Effort, the Writer finds him- 
felf 
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felf laboring under a Conflict of Emotion not dilHmi- 
lar to that which may poffefs a modcft Man, who, 
embarking upon a mild rleafantry which he directs to 
his ncarcU Neighbor, finds of a iudden the whole Ta- 
ble fallen filent to liften to him. 

Whether or no a complacent Publick amufes itfelf 
with the Fancy that it hath difcovered in the Para- 
graphs herein fet before it, a flavor, however flight, 
of the Style in which the late Dr. Franklin may have 
written, certain it is that the Writer cannot difabufe 
himfelf of the Feeling that he hath gained the Atten- 
tion of his Readers, not fo much by reafon of his own 
Merits, as becaufe of a certain Style which he hath 
borrowed and in which he hath enveloped himfelf, as 
did the Creature in the Fable. Whereupon he finds 
himfelf befet by an Apprehenfion left, in a Repetition 
of his Performance, his Difcuife may be difcovered, 
and that lUufion which pof fef fed his Readers difpelled. 

However, he may plead in his own behalf that a 
re-iffue of his Work is neceffary, infomuch that the 
prefent Occafion demands fomethmg of the Sort. For 
that which the Author may claim as a Firft Edition of 
the following Catalogue, was defigned for an Exhibition 
of his Work under the Aufpices of the Drexel Inftitute 
of Philadelphia, whence the Pictures under prefent 
Confideration were tranfported bodily to a new Lodg- 
ing Place, under the friendly Care of the St. Bo- 
tolph Club of Bofton. 

Accordingly it is for the Benefit of the Author's 
Patrons who uiall view his Efforts, as they hangin that 

elegant 
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Elegant and Genteel Rcfort, that he now ventures to 
reprint this defcriptive Comment upon the works pre- 
fented, altering here and there fuch paffages as may fit 
it to the prefent Circumftances and Surroundings, and 
fpicing it with fuch an Explanation as he fancies may 
fuit it to other Taftes than thofe for whom it was 
originally defigned. 

In G)nclufion he hath only to fay that he entertains 
the Hope that that which was intended to amufe may 
not, by its Repetition, (like the Joke of a would-be 
Wit) tire them whom it was defigned to entertain.

It is with this advantage in his ffi- 
feff ion that he now undertakes to direct the Attention 
of the polite Reader to the Fact that the larger Fart

is but a Portion of the Artiffs Work which has been 
publifhed in Prints during the current Year. Thus 
he may boaft that, whatever the Offsprings of his 
Mufe may lack in Grace, fhe hcrfelf poifeffes a pretty 
great fecundity of productivenefs. 

Moreover, the Artift may, perhaps, be allowed to 
claim for that Mufe that fhe is extremely American in 
her Inclinations, and for this Reafon he amufes himfelf 
with the Hope that the Publick may find fome Enter- 
tainment in thofe fimple and rural Scenes which he has 
endeavored to furround the characters he has depicted 
and of which his Patrons may, without doubt, have as 
perfect an Acquaintance as he himfelf may boaft of 
poffeffing. 

The Reader, having thus been introduced to that 
Goddefs whom the Artift worfhips, may alfo, if he 
pleafes. obferve that this Catalogue (which was written 
for the better elucidation of the Work prefented) has 
been divided into Parts, fo that the Pictures f hall not 
be fcattered before his Attention in too aimlefs a 
Fafhion, but rather with fome Order as to their Purpofe.

This Picture prefents i fancied Likenefs 
of a Virginia Planter of a Time of about 
172^. He is depicted a$ fmoking a Pipe 
of Tobacco— the Artift conceiving uat to be 
typical of his Profeffion in Life. Behind 
him may be feen a Barque of the fame Period, 
ftudied with fome Particularify from Draw- 
ings and Prints 6f that Pattern of Veffel. 

Upon. 
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upon the more diftant Shore yoa may fee» 
elevated upon the Cliff of Sand, a Group 
of Houfes* as of Yorktowa. 

No. 2. -A VIRGINIA Plantation Wharf. 

This Scene is intended to reprefent a 
Barque (familiar to that depicted in No. i,) 
taking on a Load of Tobacco at the Wharf 
of a Planter of confiderable Quality, who, 
himfelf, may be viewed feated upon Horfe- 
back in Converfation with the Captain of 
the Veffel. At the fhed are Negro Slaves 
bufy rolling the Hogfheads of Tobacco 
aboard the Veffel. 

No. 3.-"EVEN Sir William Berkeley, the Redoubt- 
able Cavalier Governor. Saw That He 
Muft Yield." 

This Picture reprefents Sir William 
Berkeley, figning the Capitulation of the 
Province of Virginia in the prefence of 
the three Parliamentary CommifQoners ap- 
pointed to make that Demand upon him. 
The Artift can only boaft of one Portrait in 
this Group of Figures— that of William 
Clayborne. Efq.. who ftands with his Fin- 
gers refting upon the Table and with his 
Back to the Window. Governor Berkeley 
may be known by his more pretentious Ap- 
pearance. The Man in the buff Coat is 

Captain 
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Captain Curtis of the Guinea, Frigate; the 
other feated Figure is intended to reprefent 
Richard Bennet. Efq., who fucceeded Sir 
William in the Gubernatorial Chair. 

No. 4.-"THEY Read Only Upon Occafions When 
The Weather Darkened." 

It is the intention of the Artift in this 
Picture to reprefent the Life of a comfort- 
able and well-circumftanced Planter of Vir- 
gjinia of the Period of i J40. From the par- 
ticular Nicety with which he is dreffed, you 
are to fuppofe him waiting for fome Friends 
to come and join him at a Game of Cards. 
Meanwhile he is entertaining himfelf with 
reading fome fly and merry Tale while he 
awaits their Arrival. 

No. 5.-WASHINGTON'S Retreat From Great 
Meadows. 

In this Picture it is intended to reprefent 
the American Colonial Army as a confider- 
able Mob of Men, fome wiuout Uniforms; 
wounded, bedragged, and wet with the 
chilling Rain which fell fo continually upon 
them during their miffortunate withdrawal 
from the Field of Military Operation againft 
the French at Great Meadows. Here you may 
fee no Formation into Ranks or Platoons, 
but only a wet and muddy crowd of men

Iff this Picture it is to be obferved that 
if\c Artift has made fome atteppt at Por-

Miog intended to reprefent General, then 
Lieotenant Colonel Guge; he ffpon the left 
9f Gage being intended to depict the Figure 
p£ General, then Captain Gates— both o£ 
whom were doiibtle($ prefent upon that 
melancholy Occafion. If may alio be ob- 
ferved that the Coffin was lowered into a 
Grave dug immediately in the middle of the 
Road over which the Cannons and Com- 
miffariat Wagons were prefently driven fo 
that all Signs of the Interment were forever 
obliterated. The youthful Waf ^ngton him- 
felf, it may be remembered, re^d the burial

No. 7.-WASHINGTON and I4«fy Phillipfe. 

It l^ to be confeffed that the Artift has 

here 
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here taken a great deal of Liberty with the 
Portrait of Aiifs Phillipfe, as generally 
known. Neverthelefs, it is to be hoped 
that fuch is not nnpermiffable (ince the long, 
flowing Locks of the accepted Portrait are 
rather thofe adopted for Afternoon or Even- 
ing than the Morning wear. The Cap be- 
neath which the voonfl Lady's Hair is here 
gathered is of a lefs Itately fort ; for yoo 
may, if you pleafe, conceive of the jooth- 
fol Wafnington calling upon her m the 
Morning fhortly before his Departure for 
Bofton, where he was received with fo 
much polite Diftinction. 

No. 8.-IN the Old Raleigh Tavern. 

We here fee the Panorama of Drawings 
bringing us more dofely to thofe trou- 
bleous Times when the Rebellious Col- 
onies were to tear themfelves loofe from 
the Bofom of the Mother Country. The 
Scene is intended to depict five of the great 
Patriot Leaders who are bufy difculiing 
plans for the calling of a Colonial Congrefs. 
It reprefents one of the upper Rooms of the 
old Kaleigh Tavern, which ftood in Wil- 
liamfburg, the then Capital Gty of Virginia. 

It was indeed an Houfe moft notable in 
its Affociations as meeting Place of thofe 
great Men of the Day, nor can it be fufli- 

cientl 
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ciently regretted that it has been deftroyed. 
Saysuie famous Hiftorian, Loffing— "When 
"I vifited Williafflfbnrg in December 1848 
"the Front of the old Raleigh Tavern had 
"been torn down and a Buildung in modern 
"Style erected in its Place." 

The new Hoofe of which he (peaks was 
intended for the gayer Parpofes of, a Dan- 
cing Room. 

From this the Artift's Patrons may fee 
why he has been obliged to depend upon 
his Imagination in depicting the little 
narrow Koom into which opened the Light 
of a Dormer Window. It is only that fmall 
Groiip of great Men gathered there that he 
could venture to reprefent with any Preci- 
fion of Portraiture. He who ftands lean- 
ing over the Table is Thomas Jefferfon; the 
Face behind him is that of Richard Henry 
Lee; he who ftands with his Spectacles 
throft upward upon his Head is the great 
Orator, Patrick Henry; he with the Pen in 
his Hand is F. L. Lee; he with his Back to 
the Spectator is Dabney Carr. 

No. 9.— LEAVING Mount Vernon for the G)ngre(s 
of the G>lonies. 

Here again is fuch an attempt to render 
the various Likenef fes as the Artift has been 
able to achieve. In the Centre it is intend- 
ed 
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ed to reprefcnt the ftill yoothfiil Wafliing- 
ton. Upon his Left is Patrick Henry and 
upon his right is Edmund Pendleton. The 
three are reprefented as departing for the 
Congrefs or G>nvention of the G>lonies to 
be held in Philadelphia. In the remoter 
Diftance you may fee the formal and preten- 
tious Front of Mount Vernon, in Front of 
which (if you choofe to obferve fo narrow- 
ly) you may fee a minute Group of Figures 
ftill lingering upon the Lawn before the 
Doorway after the Adieus have been faid to 
thofe who were to take the long and arduous 
Journey to Philadelphia. 

No. ic— LADY Wafhington's Arrival at Headquar- 
ters, Gtmbridge. 

The generous Reader is now, if he 
pleafes, to confider the pictorial Scene as 
haying entered that more ftern and military 
Period of our great and good Hero's Life, 
when he had laid afide the Toga of the 
Statefman for the fterner Panoply of War.

The fealed 
Packet lies upon the Table, while Charles 
Thomfon, Efq., addreffes the great Man in 
Terms of refpectful Congratuution. The 
other Figures reprefent two Gentlemen of 
quality who accompanied Mr. Thomfon 
from Alexandria upon his grateful Miflion.

This Painting is intended to depict the 
great Naval Hero of England ftanding upon 
the Poop Deck of his Flag-fhip, Elephant. 
quietly fealing a Letter written for the 
Crown Prince of Denmark, whilft about him 
rages the Din and Clamor of prodigious 
Battle. This Act he performed with the 
utmoft calmnefs and coUectednefs of 
Demeanor. The Hero may be feen with 
his empty Sleeve pinned to the Bofom of 
his Coat. Next to him, holding the Letter 
whilft he fets his Seal upon the Wax, is 
Captain Foley, of the Elephant. Behind the 
Hero waits Captain Thefiger, who was to 
carry the Miffive to its Royal Deftination. 
The Individual holding the lighted Candle 
is Mr. Thomas Wallis, the Purfer of the 
Elephant. 

The Pofition of the immediate Part of 
the Danifh line of Battle is indicated by the 
Ships in the Diftance. The Veffel upon 
lire IS the Flag-fhip Donnesborc. into which 
the Elephant, has )uft poured its final and 
fatal Broadfide of Cannon Shot. The Vef- 
fel in the further Diftance, ftill firing into

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the ftcrn Quarter of the Elephant, is the 
Danifh Veffel Koinborc.

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No. 80.— THE Surrender of Ctpttin PearfoD. 

This Drawing whicb- was publiflied, to- 
gether with a Paper upon Jolm Paul Jones, 
which appeared in the Century Magazine for 
April 1095, illuftrates the Scene at the Clofe 
of the tremendous Engagement between the 
Bonne Homme Richard under command of 
Captain John Paul Jones and the Serapis under 
command of Captain Pearfon. In it the Ar- 
tift endeavors to reprefent the Manner in 
which Captain Pearfon came aboard the 
Veffel of his Conqueror and furrendered 
his Sword. 

The Reader may, if he pleafes, obferve 
the Contraft between the neat and well- 
drefTed Appearance of the Britifh Com- 
mander ; his Stockings only fpecked with 
Blood, and the difhevelled afpect of the 
American Victor. It was this Difference 
that won that famous Battle, for the one 
Captain ftood upon the Quarter Deck and 
ordered the Battle, and the other fought 
like a Demon with his Men. 

No. 8i.-"THE Admiral Came In His Gig of State." 

This Drawing was made for a Poem 
written by J. J. Roche, Efq., and publifhed 
in the Century Magazine for June 189^. It 
dejttcts an Englifh Admiral petitioning a 
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Dotch Admiral, in the midft of a Battle, to 
fell him Powder enough to carry on the 
Engagement. 

The great War Ship, upon the Deck of 
which ue Dutch Admiral ftands, was, in 
the conftruction of this Picture, ftudied with 
not a little nicety and with a great deal of 
Enjoyment by the Artift. from cotemporary 
Plates and Prints of VefTek of its Sort. 

No. 82. -THE Pirates' Chriftmas. 

This Picture was drawn for Harper's 
Weekly, Chriftmas Number, of 1893. It 
reprefents the Situation of three Pirates who 
have been captured fomewhere off the Coaft 
of New England, and who are now enjoy- 
ing their Chriftmas in Chains with no very 
Seat Pleafure to themfelves.
